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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument is not deemed to be 
persuasive, therefore the rejection stands. 

In one specific reasoning, Applicant argues that the merits of newly added claims 29-30 were not considered in the previous office 
action. It is noted that claims 29-30, which depend on claim 1, further clarifies what constitues the "current context" in claim 1. However, 
since claim 1 merely requires "determining, based on the current context, which of the plurality of notification methods to use there 
remains no teaching in the associated claims about how one would choose from the plurality of notification methods, even though the 
"current context " Is more specifically stated. Nevertheless, in the previous office action the examiner adopted a nominal, well-known 
situation in light of Applicant's broad claim languages that: (1) the current context is an indicator showing whether the user at the device 
is busy using the designated device (I.e., unavailable) or not; and (2) the user's availability leads to different choices of notification (i.e., 
direct notification over the phone when the user is available and indirect notification, by storing in a voice mailbox, when the user is not 
currently available). As such, It Is dear that the hand free status (in claim 30) is nothing but a special form of busy status (in claim 29), 
both Indicating whether the user is available to answer the phone or not. 

It is further noted that Lohtia teaches that if notification is unsuccessful, notification is attempted at another one of the user's devices, if 
possible [Abstract]. To map this teaching to the above situation: a unsuccessful notification occurs when the user at the designated 
device is unavailable; and the act of storing message in a voice mailbox is a notification attempted at another one of the user*s device. 

For at least the above reasons, it is submitted that claims 29-30 had been considered In the previous 103 rejection, and the prior art of 
record clearly reads on the claims. 
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
